Jury Visits Croydon Safe 
Food Market, Scene of 
Skier Murder 


HEARING 
TESTIMONY 


District Attorney May Not 
Ask for The Death 
Penalty 


DOYLESTOWN, Dee, 8 -With the 
selection of the second alternate 
juryman yesterday, Hie jury which 
is to hear the rase of John Low re y. 
Croydon, for* the murder of David 
Sklar. Safe Food Market president, 
the three women and nine men 
went to Croydon to visit the scene 
of the crime. They were accom­ 
panied by court officials and at­ 
torneys. Sklar was murdered out­ 
side of the Croydon market on the 
night of May 19, 1950. 
The Jury was completed at main 
yesterday, following the examina­ 
tion of 60 veniremen. 
At the end of the 50-mile journey. 
District Attorney Willard S. Cur­ 
tin did not mention the death pen­ 
alty, but. declared in opening the 
Commonwealth’s 
ease 
t h a t 
he 
would "have additional things to 
say as to punishment’’ at tile d o se 
of tho trial, which is expected to 
last a week. 
The proceedings opened Wednes­ 
day' morning, 
before 
President 
Judge Hiram lf. Keller. 
Curtin told the Jurors that lie 
would show that Lowrey was the 
"spotter” who arranged lo hold up 
Sklar, a Philadelphian who was 
president of the Croydon super­ 
market. He added that Lowrey had 
brought Martin J. Pearson. 25. aud 
Harry W. Cha paseo, 27, to the 
scene, and took them to their Phila­ 
delphia homes later before return­ 
ing to his own home in Croydon. 
Pearson, branded as the "trigger 
man” who killed Sklar. and Chapas- 
co were convicted in Bucks county 
separate trials held last March and 
June and sentenced to life impris­ 
onment iii Eastern State Peniten­ 
tiary.

Jurors were quartered at the Bucks 
County inn. 
Sklar was slain after he, his 
brother-in law. Allen A. Oat roil. 38, 
manager of the store, and two other 
employes were lined up against a 
wall of the supermarket.

Sklar lived 
at 511 E. Wadsworth street. Mount 
Airy. 
Lowrey Is a former Philadelphian 
who had lived in Croydon several 
years before the attempted holdup 
occurred.
